Iteorte of lowes of life are confined to 
the end of Long tsland, whence comes 
néewe that eeveral bodies have been wash 
ed ashore. It was not known up to 10 
p’clock tonight what vessels the men who 
lost their lives come from. They might 
have been on, either the barges towed by 
the tug Richmond, reported as passing 
without tow, block island, bound from 
New York for Newport, river, the tug 
Cuba, which passed Block island two 
hours later, which teft New London, 
Conn., yesterday for Newport News and 
was returned without tow. 

The crew of the American merchant 
man, Schepp, a full-rigged ship which 
went ashore on Long beach, Long island 
shoals, early today, were in peril all day. 

All on Stranded Ship. 

Later reports tonight say they are all 
on the stranded vessel, though the danger 
of death has been lessened owing to the 
Blight abatement of the storm. 

A westerly gale was blowing at the rate 
of 70 miles an hour when the Schepp 
struck at 3:30 o’clock in the morning. 

The life savers of Plain Rhodes station 
and those of Long Beach station, under 
Captain Van Wicklen, madg- vain at- 
temipts @ shoot the life lines over the 
Schepp, but their efforts were not suc- 
cessful. They then tried to launch the 
tife boat, but this, too, proved impossible 
pwing to the high seas...

Nothing: was known of their plight 
until the arrival today of the German 
steamer Barcelona, the crew of which 
rescued the tug men. The tugs had been 
delivering provisions to .the stranded 
steamer Cavour ashore at Long Beach, 
Long island, and were proceeding back-<to 
this point. 
Waves Washed Over Them. 

When the gale struck them the waves 
began to wash over them, not cnly sweep. 
ing off everything movable, but flooding 
their holds and getting into the fire 
boxes. The seven men on each tug were 
in imminent danger of death for over 
two hours. 

The tugs were absolutely he!pless and 
gradually sinking when the Barcelona 
hove in sight and took the haif-frozen 
crews aboard. Within half an hour after 
this the two tugs went to the bottom with 
the dunnage of the men. 

Captain Claus Bohn was utterly ex- 
rausted when the Barcelona reached the 
south central pier this morning, as he 
had been forty-eight hours on the bridge. 
Last year He was presented with a gold 
medal by the New York Life Saving As- 
ecciation for his gallant rescue of seven- 
teen men in mid-ocean, the crew of a 
Russian bark that he found sinking in the 
Atlantic.

PLANNED BY WESTERN SYNDICATE 


(THIN the next four months 
work will be begun in Atlanta 
on the largest packing house 


and cold storage plant in the southern 
states by a syndicate of northwestern 
capitalists. The énterprise is to be 
located just outside the corporate limits 
of Atlanta on one of the large lines 
of railway and is to be easy of access. 

Those who are behind the venture 
have gone about their plans in a very 
quiet way and many of the details have 
not been made public. The syndicate 
is capitalized at $660.00 and is com- 
posed of men who have made fortunes 
in the west in the meat business. 

Their agents have been in Atlanta for 
several weeks past looking over the 
field and many of the plans have al- 
ready been arranged. A prominent law-

Woodward Resolution Adopted. 

Alderman Woodward offered his resolu- 
tion as a substitmte for the paper bv 
Councilman Key and, after considerable 
Giscussion, it was adopted by a vote of 
12 to 7. 

Alderman Woodward's resolution was 
es follows:

The Key Resolution. 

The resolution, which was introduced 
by Councilman Key, was as follows: 

Whereas, the building of a viaduct over the 
railroad tracks on Peters street has become 
an absolute necessity, and 

Whereas, it is practically plain that such 
Viaduct or brilge would have been built last 
year had a franchise for a street rallroad been 
granted to the Rapid Transit Company, and 
thet without cost to the city, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the sum of $25,000 of the 
cmount of $50,000 to be received by the city 
of Atlarta for the further use of the Whitehall! 
street viaduct by the consclidated street rail- 
ways be set aside for the purpose of building 
a bridge o- viaduct over the railroad tracks at 
Peters street, and that the railroads at in- 
terest at- that point be required to pay the 
remainder of the coset of such viaduct or 
bridge.

Councilman 
Howell declared that he was very much 
interested in ihe subject, as he did not 
think he would now be in council had it 
not been for the Peters street bridge 
question. 

“Il think, however,’’ said he, “that Al- 
derman Woodward's resoliition gets it 
the matter in a iittle better shape than 
that by Mr. Key. lL remember away back 
in 1868 we wanted a bridge built here and 
I was a member of a committee which 
called on represertatives of the roads in 
reference to the matter. The answer of 
the roads, While polite, was t°rse and to 
the point. In effect it was: ‘We built our 
road before you butit yvour town and if 
vou don't like it, move your town away.’ 

He was of the opinion that a conference 
committee could get the matter in right 
shape and that the roads would no doubt 
agree to do their part toward the erec- 
tion of a suitable bridge over their tracks. 
Councilman Kontz called the attention of

SAVE PERISHING CUBA, 
ones GENERAL — 
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ASHINGTON, February 3.—A 

\ y circuler letter has been received 

by members of the senate from 
General Wood, military governor of Cuba, 
urging concessions on Cuban sugar com- 
ing into the United States. 

General Wood says: 

“I desire to invite your most earnest 
attention and consideration to the 
nomic conditions existing in Cuba today, 
conditions which threaten to bring ruin 
to rer principal industries, sugar and to- 
bacco, unless prompt and efficient relief 
is given. With the ruin of her two prin- 
cipal industries we must give up all 
hopes of stable government, and unless 
Cuba can sell her products at a reasen- 
able proftt, it is obvious thet their culti- 
vation must cease, bringing idleness and 
hunger to her people. 

Delay Is Dangerous. 

“Each day of delay in giving relief is 
dangercus. When once the crash comes 
tellef, will be of little value except to the 
speculator who miy gather up the wrecks 
kere; the people of the country, .who have 
virtually reconstructed it In three years, 
will be ruined, and we shall have to step 
in and reoccupy the country, or continue 
in occupation and do over again the work 
which we have spent thousands of lives 
and much treasure in doing up to date. 
The situation demands relief and it 
should be immediate and liberal.’”’

Under «ur present tariff. laws bounty- 
aided sugars have to pay, in addition to 
the regular tariff rates levied upon all 
sugars, an amount equal to .he amount 
of the bounty they receive from their 
governments. In Germeny and Austria 
there is in vogue What is known as the 
cartel system, which, it is claimed, is in 
effect an additioral bcuncy. 

To Consider Indirect Bounty. 

It is asserted ihat whereas the direct 
bounty is in some of these cases 27 cents, 
the indirect bounty amounts to 4 cents. 
This indirect bounty has never been con- 
sidered by the treasury Officials in levy- 
ing the countervailing duty, but the 
present proposition is that it should be 
considered and,’ in. cases like the above 
cited, the countervailing duty ‘should be 
é7 cents instead of 27. 

The advocates of this plan argue thiut. 
if this_is done, then Cuban sugars wili 
have a differential in their favor as com- 

with European sugars equal to 
proposed by President Roosevelt 
when he advocated a 25 per cent reduc- 
tion from the Dingley rates, while at the 
same time the domestic growers will not 
be disturbed. It is understood that this 
proposition has been’ referred to the 
secretary of the treasury and the attor- 
ney general for their opinion as_ to 
whether the proposed increase in counter- 
vailing duties can be made effective.

Republicans Meet in Caucus 
To Digcuss the Reduction 
of South's Representation, 


LEADING REPUBLICANS 
OPPOSE THE MOVEMER? 


Cannon and Henderson Fear the Ill- 
Feeling and Agitation That Would 
Follow—Caucus Took No 
Action, but Will Meet 
Next Monday.

Washington, February 3—-(Special.)—For 
three hours tonight the republicans of 
the house discussed. in caucus, various 
plans and policies looking to the reduction 
of the representation of the southern 
states in congress. or some federal s8t- 
pervisior of southern elections. The dis- 
cussion was veid of any sensational or 
dramatic feetures. The southern repub- 
licans in congress argued strongly against 
cutting the representation, saying that 
they would be the principal sufferers. 
Some of the leading repubticans of the 
north agreed with them and still: others 
were opposed to any agitation. The final 
outcome of the discussion, if there could 
be said to have been any final outcome, 
was a rather general indorsement of the 
proposition to have a committee of eleven 
t> investigate conditions of the different 
states and report their findings to the cau- 
cus. “Tithout, however, reaching a vote 
upon thts proposition the caucus,adjourn- 
ed for one week. 

Discussed Crumpacker’s Plans. 

The main discussion of the meeting 
turned on a resolution offered by R#- 
resentative’ Crumpacker, of Indiana, for 
the appointment of special committee of 
the house to investigate questions of dis- 
franchisement, and to report remedies to 
the house. This brought out several other 
propositions, mainly from southern re- 
publicans, who favored a strong federal 
election law, including one from Repre- 
sentative Barthold, of Missouri, on these 
lines. About 125 republican members were 
in attendance out of a full membership of 
20. Speaker Henderson, Representative 
Payne, of New York, the repuolican floor 
leader, and leaders of the house, includ- 
the southern republicans, 
Representative Cannon, of 
chair with Repre- 
of New Jer- 


ing about all 
were present.

At the outset Mr. Crumpacker present- 
ed his resolution as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
caucus that the committee on rules shall 
report a resolution, as a substitute for 
those now pending In said committee, 
providing in substance that a select com- 
mittee be appointed by the spé@aker, to 
consist of eleven members, whose duty 
it shall be and who shall have complete 
power and authority to investigate 
whether the right to vote of any of the 
male inhabitants cf any of the states, 21 
years of age, and being eitizens of the 
lnited States, is denied or abridged by 
the constitution and laws cf any state, 
except for crime, and if such ts found 
to be the fact, it shall be its duty to 
report at any time, by bill or otherwise, 
such measure or measures as may be nec- 
essary to place the representation of such 
states tn the house of. representatives 
upon a constitutional basis.’ 

Southern Republicans Oppose. 

Mr. Crumpacker supported hig resolu- 
tion in a vigorous speech, urging the 
need of an investigation fully authentl- 
eating the facts as.a preliminary to the 
decisive action by congress. He was fol- 
lowed by Rerpresentatives Tayler, . of 
Ohio: Dayton, of West Virginia; Moody, 
of Massachusetts; Olmsted, of Pennsyl- 
vania: Harris, of Minnesota, and Shat- 
tuc, of Ohio, all in favor of the proposed 
invest{gation. 

It soon developed, however, that the 
southern republicans were more favorable 
tc a4 strong election law then any resolu- 
tion which contemplated a reduction of 
memberslLip from the south. The south- 
ern men who spoke agains? the resolution 
and in favor of a federal election law 
included Representatives Blackburn and 
Moody, of North Carolina, and Gibson, of 
Tennessee. Messrs. Bartho?@t, of Migsou- 
ri, and Rodey, of New Mexico, also fa- 
vored the plan of an election law. 

After the discussion had proceeded for 
some time with little prospect of agree- 
ment, Chairman Cannon took the floor 
and made a strohg appeal for conserva- 
tive action. He pointed out the diffient- 
tles which had been encountered when 
former “force bills’ had been urged be- 
fore congress and referred to the agita- 
tion this movement would occasion end 
the feeling it would engender. Mr. Can- 
non was for postponing action, at least 
for the present, and the tenor of his re 
marks was not favorable to any of the 


plans proposed 
‘Late in the evening Mr. Payne, the 
floor leader, made a brief speech adding 
his view in favor of deferring action until 
the question could be examined with more 
care. By this time the seatiment of the 
caucus was clearly favorable for postpon- 
ing the subject for another week, and ac- 
cordingly a motion prevaifed to adjourn 
the caucus until next Monday night.

AWAY IN SMOKE 
Property Valued at $3,000,- 
000. Destroyed by Fire 
at Waterbury, Conn. 


TROOPS ARE PATROLLING 
STRICKEN CITY’S STREETS 


Believed That the Fire Which Fol- 
lowed the Great Conflgration 
Was Incendiary—For a Time 

the Entire City Seemed 
Doomed. 


Waterbury. Conn., February 3.—The 
Bun rose this morning on a blackened 
and smouldering mass of ruins that 
‘marked the main business section of 
the city. 

There is a very strong suspicion that 
the fire which completely destroyed the 
Scoville house today, burning thousan Js 
of dollars worth of furniture and per- 
sonal property and endangering many 
iives, was the work of an incendiary. ‘Th 
fire originated in the pool and billiard 
room in the basement of: the house on 
the farther side frim the burned district. 
The room was locked and no one was 
Supposed to be there. No fire was kept 
in’the room, all heat being’ supplied from 
a boiler in another part of the building. 

The first fire had only begun to. die 
Out along Bank and South Main streets 
at 4 o’cleck when flames leaped upward 
from the house as by magic and people 
feared the city was doomed after all. 
The call was rung in promptly and the 
engines that hurried to the scene turned 
their attention to nreventing the: spread 
of the flames. It was evident that the 
hotel was doomed and if the fire had 
‘reachéd the adjacent buildings there 
would have been very little hope of sav- 
ing the center of the city. The fire burn- 
ed far inte the day and was not extin- 
gufshed untii evening. The loss of the 
hotel will reach $150,000. 


Total Loss About $3,000,000. 

The first fire which started in the big 
store of Reid and Hughes dry goods com- 
pany on Bank street, was not considered 
under control until about $3,000,000 werth 
of property had been destroved. About 
the time the firemen supposed thev had 
the flames under control a second fire 
broke out in the Scoville house, the 
city’s leading hotel, and the establish- 
ment was completely wrecked. The oc- 
cupants of the hotel were forced to seek 
the street in their night clothes. With 
the ringing of a second alarm the entire 
city was thrown into a panic. There 
was a fierce gale blowing and sparks 
from the burning hotel were driven in 
showers over a great area. The occu- 
pants of buildings locatéd in the path 
of the wind prepared to leave. Although 
the Waterbury fire department was re- 
inforced from near-bv cities, it was for 
a time impossible to stay the progress 
of the flames. The fire in its entirety 
burned over four acres of the city's best 
business section. Among the prominent 
buildings totally destroyed are the block 
occupied by the Reid & Hughes Dry 
Goods Company, the plant of the Water- 
bury American, the Masonic temple, the 
Scoville and Franklin houses, the W. 
L. Douglas Shoe Company, the Johnson 
block, the Salvation Army Working Men's 
‘rome aryl scores’ Of other buildings. fn 
aN Bbout 100 most prominent business 
houses are burned out. 

The wind was blowing a gale, and the 
cold was intense. It seemed at one time 
as though every structure in the heart 
ofthe city would be destroyed. ‘In some 
instances the work of the firemen proved 
of avail. The Waterbury bank building 
at then corner of Bank and Grand 
streéts was saved, although the New 
England Engineering Company's $75,000 
huilding, but a few feet away, and the 
Masonic temple, on the north side of 
the bank building, were destroved., 

Under Martial Law. 

During the night the mayor’ was in 
communication with Governor McLean 
and the militia was called out. Com- 
panies A end G, numbering about 12 
men, were *detailed about the fire dis- 
trict and are still on duty. 

‘The city is now practically under mar- 
tial law. the bine uniforms of the na- 
tional guardsmen appearing on every 


“The armory, the city hall, the churches 


tnto temporary quarters for those ren- 
dered homeless. 

The remarkable feature of the fire was 
undoubtedly the absence so far as known 
of loss of life. Two men who were 
asleep in the Scoville house, Charles Y. 
Kent, of the Holmes, Booth & Hayden 
Company, and a member of the board 
of education, and the second cook, a 
German, were reported missing, but both 
have been located. 

There has been more or less disorder 
abowt the streets today, but the polig

Governor Admits Army Holds the 
Commission in Contempt. 


EDUCATION Is NECESSARY 


But Taft Admits Effect of This 
Can’t Be Felt for Generation 
to Come.

Washington, February 3.—Governor 
Taft today continued his statement be- 
fore the senate committee on the Philip- 
pines regarding the conditions existing in 
those islands. 

He described the condition of the island 
of Samar, where the people are still in 
insurrection and said he was not prepared 
to state that this island was never wholly 
subjected to Spanish rule. The qualifi- 
cations requisite for an elector in the 
district towns where the commission had 
established governments, he said, were 
that such persons shall speak and write 
English or speak and wnte ~panish, or 
shall have filled a municipal. office under 
Spanish rule, or that he shall pay $15 gold 
taxes a vear. 

Govtrnor Taft then began a general 
narrative of the commisgsion’s work. When 
the commission arrived at Manila -ney 
found the people divided into three 
classes, those in favor of the exclusion 
of American sovereignty, although the 
Spanish varty was in favor of this gov- 
ernment, and there was a large body of 
ignorant people entirely indifferent. 

Governor Taft said that instructions 
to the committee which gradually placed 
more power in the civil government, had 
had a marvelous effect on the people. The 
insurrection, he said, had been most ac- 


tive in September preceding the elections. 


in this country, with the view of influ- 
encing the natives. For this reason it had 
been difficult to bring the Filipinos to a 
discussion of legislation, which the com- 
mission were enacting. There was doubt 
as to what the policy of the United States 
would be. 

Army Contempt for Commission. 

“The subordinate military officers,’ he 
continued, ‘‘were a little bit contemptu- 


.ous of what we were doing, because it 


seemed to play so unimportant a part in 
the situation,. but when the power over 
the purse strings began to tighten in the 
matter of appropriations, fhose gentle- 
men who were spending the island’s funds 
began to appreciate that there was some 
power behind the cc@nmission.”’ 

Governor Taft said it would be found, 


on investigation, that the surrenders by, 


the insurgents of arms and men were far 
in excess of the actual captures by the 
military. The municipal government was 
not put into operation, he said, until after 
the presidential election in the United 
States, because of the unsettled condi- 
fion of affairs, but as soon as it became 
known to the people that the commission 
had thought it wise to proyfde for the 
election of governors, @.ich occur next 
month, the Filipinos flocked fo them with 
exoressjons of gratification. He said that 
the theory of the commission in the for- 
mation of civil government is that the 
indispensable aid to the ultimate success 
of popular government is the extension 
of education, but that the effect of this 
could not be felt for a generation, until 
fhe children had grown to manhood. 


There were, he said, 10.000 adults en- 


gagéd in the study of Engttsh. 

‘In the meantime,’ /he said. “the 7e- 
liance of the commission Ts on. the small 
educated portion of the commun™y, which 
form a nucleus about which, with the 
aid of American control, we think a sta- 
ble government can be erected.”’ 

Obstacles to Peace. 

In explanation of ‘the obstacles to the 
complete tranquillity of the islands, with 
the exception of Samar, Batangas and 
Laguna, he said, that the lack of quar- 
ters for the troops, which was the cause 
of their being brought into close contact 
with the people. was the principal one 
and he urged that such quarters be pro- 
vided. : 

Governor Taft declared that the chief 
aim of the commission was the good of 
the Filipinos and that they had constant- 
ly endeavored to gain their confidence. 
In this they had been successful, the peo- 
ple believing they would be given the 
best government possible and be secured 
enjoyment of their rights. He sought to 
Prove the susceptibility of the Filipinos 
to kindness* by the results achieved by

The. opponénts of 
the measure attempted to filibuster 
against it at the opening of the session 
but were beaten by more than a two- 
thirds vote. The speakers today were 
Messrs. Henry, of Connecticut: Has- 
kins, of Vermont, and Griff, of Illinois, 
in favor of the measure and Messrs.

Mr. Burleson, of Texas, opposed the 
bill, which he contended would serioysly 
injure the cattle and cotton interests of 
his state. 

Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, closed the 
debate for the day with a speech against 
the bill.

Senator Carmack Wants the 
Stars and Stripes Hauled 
Down. 


BEVERIDGE AND TILLMAN; 
A VERY SHARP COLLOQUY 


They Used as Bitter Language as 
Senate Ruses Would Permit. 
Tillman Refers to Burning 
of Columbia by Gen. 
Sherman. 


Washington, February 3.—Anoth>r spir- 
ited debate with the Philippine tariff bill 
as the text was precipitated in the sen- 
ate today as the result of some state- 
ments made by Mr. Carmack, democrat, 
of Tennessee, in the course of an ex- 
tended speech on the generat Philippine 
question. It was the Tennessee senators 
first speech in the senate and he was 
given notably good attention on both 
sides of the chamber. He spoke without 
manuscript, with earnestness, force and 
eloquence, 

At the conclusion of his address, which 
had been listened to by many of his for- 
mer colleagues in the house of represenia- 
tives, Mr. Beveridge, of Indiana, chal- 
lenged some of his statements. The de- 
bate which ensued was very lively for a 
few minutes, taking on a political phase 
which proved particularly interesting to 


the euditors who crowded the floor as 


well as the galleries. Mr. Beveridg> and 
Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, became 
involved in a heated colloquy in which 
the exchanges were as hot as both sena- 
tors could well make them.

Carmack on the Philippines.

trade, and that the iess we trade with 
those islands, and the less we have to ‘lo 
with them the better it will be for us. 
The oniy trade that will flourish under 
such conditions is that of the exploiters 
and it is proposed to turn the islands over 
to them. It is for the benefit of the car- 
pet-baggers and not for the benefit of the 
American people that a war of criminal 
aggression is being waged in the Philip- 
pine islands. 

’e of the minority cannot support this 
bill or the policy of which it is part. 
We are opposed to the bill, because we 
are opposed to the whole policy of colo- 
nial empire.’’ ; 

.Mr. Carmack discussed briefly the sub- 
ject of the censorship of press dispatches 
in Manila. He declared that it vas not a 
censorship for military purposes, but 
had been ‘established by, fcr and in the 
interest of-the republican party.”’ 

Referring to the republican supporters 
of the present Philippine policy, Mr. Car- 
mack said:

With great earnestness he declared that 
if the president of the United States had 
properly characterized Aguinaldo and his 
associates as bloodthirsty Apaches, then 
Admiral Dewey ard those who secured 
Aguinaldo’s hceip ‘and assistampe could 
not escape the charge of deliberately vio- 
lating the laws of civilized warfare and 
he hoped the charge against Adiiral 
Dewey would be investigated. 

“From the beginning,” said Mr. Car- 
mack, “‘we Knew that Aguinaldo was 
fighting not for a change? of masters, but 
for absolute fre:dom,’’ and he said Gen- 
eral Anderson had assured Aguinaido that 
the American people never established 
colonies, and he could trust in the honor 
cf the American people. 

“These facts,’ he seid, “constitute a 
binding obligation upon us to give them 
their independence.’ He would, he sald, 
haul down the American flag wherever 
it waved as an emblem of forces and 
degepotism. He charged that the United 
States had been holding a talse, fraudu- 
lent and delusive hope to the Filipinos, 
ind that we are killing those people for 
the saivation of their souls and buildiag 
up the church of God out of human bones. 

Mr. Carmack maintained that by fol- 
lowing out the policy of ccnquest formu- 
lated by the majority in pcwer, the 
United States was pressing itself into all 
the bickerings and quarrels of the world. 
Under such a policy no peace was in view 
for this government. ‘ine position of ths 
government would be siniply one ol arm- 
ed neutrality. 

Beveridge Gets Into Action. 

Mr. Beveridge, a republican member of 
the Philippine committee, Sharply chal- 
lenged a statement by the Tennessee sen- 
etor that the Philippine tariff had not 
been well or cerefully ccnsidered. 

“Did the Fhiltppine committee make an 
investigation of ‘the Philippine tariff 
scale?’ inquired Mr. Carinack. 

“No,” replied Mr. Beveridge, ‘‘but the 
Philippine commission has been consider- 
ing that scale tor two years.” 

Mr. Beveridge asserted that the Philip- 
pine question had been passed upon and 
settled four times in congress, and twice 
hed been before the American people and 
ty them twice settled. 

Mr. Beveridge deciured that the reason 
why President Cleveland, ex-President 
Harrison and ex-Senator “dmunds, all of 
whoni had not been in sympathy with the 
Philippine policy of the administ:@ lion, 
declined to follow the democratic party 
vas because that party-wouild not accept 
the decisions ef the @upreme court and the 
verdi2: of the American peopie ag final. 
He asserted that the reason why the 
‘wmnoderate, thotightful and coastructive 
people of the country’ hed net followed 
the democratic party in it8 opposition to 
the preper control of the Philippines and 
in other matters of national policy was 
that they feared that party would sow 
‘the dragon’s teeth from’ which would 
spring a harvest of anarchy.” 

‘They will not follow you,” h* declared, 
Shaking his finger at the democratic 
side, ‘“‘because you are caHing our sol- 
diers ‘murderers’ atid ‘charity boys’ and 
‘doers of dirty work.’ ”’ 

As he was proc teding to discuss some 
of the conditions in the Philipp!ne islards, 
Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, inter- 
rupted with the inquiry: 

“Will the senator be explicit and give 
us the benefit of his personal observa- 
tions or any cfficial intormation he has in 
regara to the dispatch from General Bell 
that he proposed to make war so terri- 
ble that they would want peace, and want 
it bad? Is that true, or is it not?’ 

Tillman Pounces on Beveridge. 

“That was not done while I was there,” 
replied Mr. Beveridge. ‘Il will ask the 
senator whether, when he is making war, 
he wovld not make war so terrible that 
the enemy. would want peace’’’ 

“That would depend,’’ said Mr. Tillman, 
“whether I was henestly engaged in a 
war that I thoutht was decent and re- 
spectable or one of subjugation and in- 
famy.”’ . 

“And does the senator charge,” de- 
manded Mr. Beveridge, ‘‘that General Bel] 
does not believe he is engaged tn an 
honest war?’

Washington, February 3.—(Special.)—If 
all the democrats on the house committee 
on wayg,and means had been present at 
today’s meeting the committee would, by 
a majority of one, have reported as a 
rider to the war tax repeal bill Mr. Bab- 
cock’s bill placing trust-made products 
of stegl on the free list. T'wo of the re- 
publicans who opposed the Babcock prop- 
Osition were absent from fhe committee's 
meeting, and with a full attendance of 
the minority the proposition could have 
been brought before the house in a way 
to greatly embarrass the republicans. Of 
the republican membersh3p, Messrs. Bav- 
cock and Tawney voted for the Babcock 
proposition. Four democrats voted with 
them, making six votes for the measure 
to seven against it. wir. Newlands, of 
Nevada, and Mr. Cooper, of Texas, were 
the minority members who were not pres- 
ent when the vote wds taken. 


Surprised by Babcock. 

The committee: entered a favorable re- 
port on the war tax reduction bill. Rep- 
resentative Babcock, republican member, 
offered his bill largely reducing duties on 
the steel schedule and placing some arti- 
cles on the free list as an amendment to 
the tea repeal sectio:.. 

The Cuban reciprocity question also 
came up unexpectediy, Representative 
Steele, of Indiana, moving a 25 per cent 
concession on Cuban sugar. The motion 
was withdrawn, however, after a brief 
exchange of comment, 

The closeness of the vote on Mr. Bab- 
cock’s amendment reducing the steel 
sche*ile caused much comment. 

Messrs. Newlands and Cooper, demo- 
crats, and Long and Hopkins, republicans, 
were absent, it was explained, because 
they were either out of the city or de- 
tained on important committee meetings 
elsewhere and Mr. Babcock’s motion 
was entirely unexpected. ? 

The motion of Mr. Steele for a 25 per 
cent reduction on Cuban sugar was re- 
garded as rather facetious and as a re- 
joinder to the unexpected motion on the 
steel schedule, Representative Robertson, 
of Louisiana, who is oppcsed to a reduo- 
tion to Cuban sugar, was among those 
who voted for the Babcock amendment. 
The bill was subsequently reported to the 
house. 


Reports on the Bill. 

Both majority and minority reports were 
filed on the war revenue rg peal bill to- 
day. The majority report says the prob- 
ability of early withdrawal of troops 
from Cuba and the reduction of the force 
in the Philippines wiil make further re- 
ductions possible, and also reviews the 
conditions of the treasury. 

The minority report approves the pro- 


| posed reductions, but asserts they should 


have been made long ago. It also advo- 
cates a general revision of tariff taxa- 
tion with the retention of taxes on accu- 
mulated wealth. There is a general de- 


.nunciation of the Dingley law as the 


mother of trusts and the report says that 
it enables manuiscturers to charge for 
greater prices to home consumers than 
are received abroad for the same goods, 
which is characterized as plain robbery. 
The minority report says: 
“While approving in general the policy 
of repealing the war taxes we insist that 
certahh taxes on’ accumulated wealth 
Should be allowed to remain. We refer 
to such taxes as that of one-fourth of 1 
per cent on the annual gross receipts of 
sugar and petroleum refiners in excess of 
$250,000, which yields about $1,000,000 an- 
nually.”’

SILVER IS SHAKY IN MEXICO.

Fluctuation in Standard Is Causing 
Business .1en Trouble. 
Washington, February 3.—There have 
been great fluctuations in the value of the 
Mexican silver peso since last July, and 
Mexican bankers according to a report 
mvade to the state department January 9 
by Consul Genera! Hanna at Monterey, 
attribute them in large part to urper- 
tainty as to the course of the United 
States in the use of the peso in the P§$!lip- 
pine islands. Mr. Hanna Says that last 
July $1.9 pesos would purchase an Ameri- 
can dollar in Mexico, but when it became 
known that American money was soon io 
become the currency of the Philippines 
the value of silver declined until {fn last 
November it required $2.34 Mexican silver 
to purchase an American dollar. For a 
while, continues Mr. Hanna, it was be- 
heved the peso would sink to its bullion 
value, but when it became generally 
known that tne peso fcr the time being 
would be accepted in the Philippines at 
the rate cf $2.10 the value of Mexican 

money steadily advanced. 

Mr. Hanna says that the fluctuation in 
value is reported to be causing embar- 
rassment to business houses who pur- 
chase large quantities of goods in the 
United States and Europe, as such goods 
are paid for on a gold basis and sold in 
Mexico for silver. Many of the leading 
merchants, he concludes, are hoping for 
the establishment of the gold basis in 
Mexico.

WERCURY IN HIS STOMACH| EVEN IN GRAVE 


Chemical Experts Testify as to the 
Cause of Rice’s Death. 


VALET JONES TO BE CALLED 


Prosecuting Attorney Says That He 
Will Be Placed on Stand 
, Very Soon. 


New York, February 3.—The trial of. 


Albert *T. Patrick for the murder of Wili- 
liam M. Rice, the millionaire, today 
reached the stage where the exact cause 
of his death was called in question before 
the court. The testimony opened up the 
inquiry, “‘Was Mr. Rice chloroformed to 
death, as the prosecution claims, or did 
he die of heart disease, as the defense 
were 
what the opposing counsel contended over 
before Recorder Goff and the jury. 

The state placed on the stand Rudolph 
Witthaus, Professor Henry H. Witthans, 
chemical and pathological experts, and E. 
F. Donlin, a former coroner's physician, 
to prove the chloroform theory. Dr. Don- 
lin testified that when he performed the 
autopsy on Mr. Rice’s body. he found all 
his organs normal cxcept that there was 
a congestion of the lungs cvextensiye 
with these organs. Professor Witthaur 
testified similarly and further said that 
upon making a chemical analysis of Mr. 
Rice’s organs he found more than three- 
quarters of a grain of mercury in them 
and that undoubtedly there had been 2 
much lwrger quantity in the body before 
death. Professor Lcomisa gave _ similar 
testimony. 

Might Have Been Fluid. 

The defense tried to show that this con- 
gestion might result from heart or kid- 
ney disease and that the presence of 
mercury might have been caused by em- 
balming fluid. 

Dr. Rudolph A. Witthaus testified that 
he was present at the Rice autopsy and 
that certain portions of the body were 
given him for examination and analysis. 
H efound a half grain of mercury in the 
intestines and ‘he estimated the mercury 
in the kidneys at one-fourth of a grain. 
The liver was not responsive to the tests 
for mercury. The witness could not tell 
whether the mercury found in the body 
was there before death unless he analyz- 
ed the embalming fluid. He thought, 
however, that tre finding of three-quar- 
ters of a grain “idicaféa that a larger 
amount had been taken during the Hfe 
of the deceased. 

Dr. Witthaus, during his cross-exam- 
ination, said he did not find enough mer- 
cury to cause death. Cases had been 
reported, he said, where traces of mér- 
cury were found six months after it had 
been used. Hé hau analyzed several 
kinds of embalming fluid but had not 
found mercury in any of them. 

All Signatures Forged. 

William F, Harmon, a bookkeeper at the 
bank of Swenson & Son, said he had 
known Mr. Rice for ten or twelve years 
and was familiar with his hand writing. 
He declared that jn his opinion none of 
the disputed signatures were made by 
Mr. Rice. He recognized the admitted 
signatures as genuine. Mr. Harmon is 
one of the. witnesses to the will of 
1896. 

On cross-examination the defense show- 
ed Mr. Harmon what purported to be 
a series of signatures by Mr. Rice. Some 
of them he pronounced genuine, others 
spurious. They will be offered in evi- 
dence later and an attempt made to show 
that the witness erred on them. Dr. H. 
B. Loomis, who examined parts of 
Rice’s body, testified that in his op'nion 
Rice died from inhalation of an irritant 
gas. The witness was submitted to a 


long technical cross-examinaticn, which’ 


was still in progress at 4 o’clock, when 
the illness of a juror compelled adjourn- 
ment.

TO MISS PEACE 


Biddles Will Be Buried Se- 
cretlv To Prevent Muti- 
lation of Bodies. 


MRS. SOFFEL’S STORY 
OF THE BLOODY TRAGEDY 


She Denies That the Biddles Shot 
Themselves. and Says Her Life 
Was Saved by a Detective. 

She Was Persuaded 
To Flee. 


Pittsburg, February 3.—The remains of 
Edward and John Biddle, the dead ban- 
dits, arrived at the Pittsburg and West- 
ern railroad station at 11 o'clock this 
morning, and were at once taken to the 
Pittsburg morgue. Hundreds of persons 
gathered about the station. When the 
train drew in there was a rough scram- 
ble to get to the platform of the depot 
during which several were bruised by 
being crushed against the side of the 
stairway. An immense crowd soon gath- 
ered at the morgue, but a large detail of 
police prevented them from entering the 
building. The remains of the murderers 
were turned over to their brother, Harry 
Biddle. To prevent the demolition of the 
coffins and the mutilation of the bodies, 
which, in all probability, would follow 
their burial if the spot were generally 
known, Harry Biddle has arranged a se- 
cret plan to dispose of his brothers’ re- 
mains without letting the public know 
where or when the interment will take 
place. 

The only matter now of anything like 
absorbing interest in connection with the 
Biddles is the fate of Mrs. Soffel and 
anything she may say concerning-“the 
escape and subs@quent capture of the 
trio. Mrs. Soffel is lying in the Butler 
hospital, ang, though a sick woman, her 
case is not considered really serious. 


Mrs. Soffel’s Statement. 


She made a statement tonight to some 
newspaper men in the presence of Dr. 
Bricker, in which she said: 

“I had not intended going with the 
Biddle boys the night of their escape, 
but Ed's entreaties won me over.” 

She told of how she remained in the Hl- 
brary on Thursday morning awaiting the 
signal for the outbreak. It was her in- 
tention to let the boys go and she would 
meet them later. While sitting in the li- 
brary she was almost paralyzed when the 
two brothers came crashing through the 
door. In their excitement they had lost 
the key to this door and had to break 
it down. 

“Ed asked me to come with them. 
‘Come with us,’ he said to me. 

“T resisted and told them to go. 

“They told me they had not an instant 
to lose, and if the officers were to get 
away I would be discovered. 

“I tried to persuade them to go, then 
I felt myself giving way to Ed’s persua- 
sions and yielded. 

*“‘We all dashed out on Ross street. 

‘“‘We then passed along the court house 
to the alley. Ed and Jack went out 
Grant street and crossing the river we 
met in Allegheny at their friend's house. 
Well, we could not remain there and we 
were soon out on the road again. 

She Was Not Intoxicated. 

“The night in the school house was 
perishing cold. The exposure affected me 
greatly. Now, I want to say the state- 
ments that I was intoxicated are untrue. 
Ed and Jack bought a half pint of whisky 


and I drank some of it. It seemed to 
stimulate me. Now, that, was the only 
time I drank anything on the trip. 


“Ed and Jack took several drinks, and 
I told them to go sparingly on it as they 
wuuld not be able to get any more without 
danger of detection. We secured a sleigh 
and drove through the country all night. 
The night was bitter cold, There was no 
robe in the sleigh and I suffered terribly. 
When daylight came I was nearly perish- 
ed by the cold. 

“Well, the next day brought us to the 
terrible scene. We drove through But- 
ler and knew that we had been suspected. 

“Then we soon reached Mount Chest- 
nut, and getting something to eat, started 
out again. I was feeling ill and was 
frightened. The boys learned that the 
detectives were after us and they consult- 
ed abcut defending themselves.

Entire Front of the Structure Was

sons were killed and one was probably 
fatally injured as the reguit of an ex- 
plosion of gasoline last night at 11 o’clock 
in the bakery of George Caver, of this 
place.

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NOENCAMPMENT 
WILL BE HELD 


State Military Fund Will Be 
Used To Pav Arm- 


ory Rent. 


GOVERNOR DEVOTES $3,000 
TO ANNUAL RIFLE CONTEST: 


Conference Yesterday Decided How 
Military Fund Will Be Expend- 
ed—Regiments May Have 
an Encampment if Their 
Friends Will Help. 


There will be no encampments of the 
state troops this year unless each regi- 
ment desires to take the $1,800 that will 
be allowed it by the state for armory 
rent, and supplement it to a sufficient 
extent to hold an encampment for seven 
days. 

This was decided yesterday at a con- 
ference between Governor Candler, Adju- 
tant General J. W. Robertson. Assistant 
-Adjutant General Phill G. Byrd and In- 
spector General W. G. Obear. 

The conference was held tor the pur- 
pose of passing upon the recommendations 
of the military advisory board, which met 
at the capitol a short time ago. The 
principal feature of those recommenda- 
tions related to encampments. The ad- 
visory board recommended that one quar- 
ter’s armory rent be paid, and then that 
each regiment be allowed to go into camp 
near home with the exception of the Sec- 
ond and Fifth, which were to camp at 


Griffin. 

The governor yesterday disregarded this 
ecommendation on account of the lack of 
funds with which to carry it out. The 
advisory board had overlooked the annual 
rifle contest, which is regarded as an im- 
portant branch of the service. Governor 
Candler has decided that $3,000 of the mil- 
itary fund shall be expended for this pur- 
pose, and it is probable that the contest 
will be held on the Avondale range at 
Savannah, where it has taken place here- 
tofore. 

There is $21,500 in the military fund, 
$1,500 having been left over from last year. 
After taking out $3,000 for the rifle con- 
test and $5,000 for riot duty which must 
be retained there will be left $13,500. 

It was decided at the conference yes- 
terday to use this balance in paying 
armory rent to the companies as hereto- 
fore. This will give $150 to each com- 
pany for the year. . 

If any of the regiments of the state 
want to uSe the $1,800 coming to the entire 
regiment for armory rent to hold an en- 
campment, the governor will permit this, 
it is understood, provided the friends of 
the regiment or the town where the en- 
campment is to be held will supplement 
it with a sufficient amount to provide an 
encampment for seven days. 

Statement Given Out. 

At the conclusion of the conference yes- 
terday the following statement was given 
out by Governor Candler: 

“At a conference of the governor, the 
adjutant general, the inspector general 
and the assistant adjutant general to con- 
sider the recommendtaions of the military 
advisory board, practically all the rec- 
ommendations of the board were adopted 
except that concerning encamptments. 
Upon investigation of the cost of such 


encampments as were recommended by- 
board it was found that after set-‘ 


the 
ting aside for riot duty $5,000, the amount 
available would fall short by several thou- 
sand dollars of being sufficient to do all 
that was recommended by the hoard not- 
withstanding it made no provision for the 
annual rifle contest, a branch of the ser- 
vice deemed by many of the officers of 
great importance. 

“In view of all the factzj and at the 
solicitation of a majority of the officers 
of the state troops, the officers in the 
conference, Governor Candler, General 
Robertson, .General Byrd and Inspector 
General Obear, unanimously agreed that 
the best interests of the service would be 
promoted by, continulng to pay the boun- 
ty of $150 a year to the companies and 
setting. aside, besides $5,000 for riot duty, 
$5,000 for rifle contest, to be expended by 
the inspector general of rifle practice un- 
der the direction of the governor. , 

“Under this arrangement the available 
military fund of $21,500 will be expended 
as follows:

“It is understood that if the officers in 
any regiment pYefer to do so the governor 
will permit them to use the $1,800 which

be had will supplement that amount with 
such an amount as will pay the expenses 
of an encampment for not less than seven 
days.”’

Eagle Pass, Tex., February 3.—Eighty- 
four bodies and sixteen men barely ative, 
some of then: hcrribly mangled, have been 
taken from the Hondo mines. Search for 
the bodies has been stcpped on account 
of the stench, but disinfectants arrived 
this afternoon and work will be resumed. 
The shaft had 118 men enrolled and 40 
are still missing. Twenty-five head cf 
dead mvles have been taken from the 
sheft. 

The damage to property is very great. 
The company has obtained all the physi- 
cians and nurses that can be secured frum 
all points and is doing everything possi- 
ble to save any of the miners who may 
still be clive. 

The scene at the opening of the mine 
was horrible to ccntemplate. Wives, 
mothers and children of the dead and 
mangled were screaming and crying and 
refused to retire. 

Of thore known to have gone 'nto the 
mine there are about forty still to be 


accounted for. They are nct likely to he 
living, for if not kiNled outright the dead- 
ly carbonic oxide following the explosion 
will unguestionably render the men une- 
conscious. 

There is a pathetic story of a little 
muleteer who came up alive. His brain 
wes injured and he kept running around 
in a circle. His brother recogrized and 
embraced him and the boy exclaimed: 

*“*‘My brother.”’ 

On being released he again began run- 
ning around ahd dropped dead. 

The direct cause of the explosion is«not 
yet known. The accepted theory 19 igni- 
tion by a naked light. ‘he mine is about 
25 feet deener than those adjacent, hav-

New York Judge Advises the Grand 
Jury to Act. 

New York, February 3.—Jidge Cowing, 
in the court of general sessions, today 
charged the February grand jury to In- 
vestigaie the New York Central collision 
and the explosion in the subway at Park 
avenue and Fcrty-first street. 

“During the past month,” said Judge 
Cowing, ‘‘there have occurred in this 
city two appalling disasters which have 
not only caused the loss of human life, 
but have also greatly shocked and diz- 
turbed the peace of this community.

wlacon, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)— 
Macon friends of Hon. Dupont Guerry are 
very much surprised at the claim made 
by Warner Hill, in The Constitution yes- 
terday, to the effect that Hon. J. M. 
Terrell will carry 120 and probably 122 
counties in the coming primary. 

With reference to this statement, W. 
PF. Blue, who is in charge of the political 
headquarters of Mr. Guerry in this. city, 
paid this afternoon: 

The Remarks of Mr. Blue. 

“I notice in Sunday’s paper the elab- 
orete article on Mr. Terrell and his cam- 
paign, and especially what the Hon 
Warner Hill, chairman, has to say in 
claiming already and absolutely 120 coun- 
ties for Mr. Terrell, with two counties 
doubtful, Dut probable, making a total] of 
122 counties. 

“I presume you.will let me say a. little 
something in regard to the surprising 
claim—I say surprising, because you know 
that Mr. Terrell has not been a candidate 
more than a very few days, and his cam- 
paign committee has not yet begun its 
work. 

“If Mr. Hill intended this for infSrma- 
tion, it would have been more valuable, as 
well as more satisfactory if he had gone 
into details and named the counties; or, 
for the: sake of brevity, named the re- 
maining few that Mr. Terrell would not 
carry.

-H. B.- Randolph, of Brunswick, Is 
Killed by Locomotive. 

Brunswick, Ga.. February 3.—(Special.) 
Horece B. Randolph, one of Brunswick's 
best known and most highly respecte: 
citizens, was accidently killed by stepping 
qn front of a Brunswick and Birmingham 
train en route to Savannah today. 

All the. evidence tends to show that he 
unconsciously stepped before the moving 
train, which, unknown to him, was with- 
fn about 60 feet and drawing nearer.

There Are 160 Teachers, with About 
7,000 Pupils. 

Carroliton, Ga., February 5.—(Special.)— 
Hon. J. S. Travis, county school com mis- 
sioner, had a meeting cf the board of edu- 
cation with him here today in his oftice 
to consider a petition brought by citi- 
zens of Bowdon school district *”* ~"" 
establishment of another school in the dis- 
trict.

Congressman Bartlett’s Bill Calls for 
an Appropriation of 
$300,000.

JEWEL IS PRESENTED ‘ 
BY THE ROYAL ARCANUM 


The Crowning Event of Their Visit 
Was Public Reception in Taber- 
nacle, Where Thousands 
Arose and Shouted 
Welcome. 


Nashville, Tenn., February 3.—This was 
Admiral Schiey’s busy day in Nashville. 
It marked the close of his visit. as he 
leaves ear? tomorrow morning, and cit- 
izens ,public and private, vied with each 
Other in doing honor to him and his 
gracious wife. Demands on their time 
came thick and fast. ceasing only at a 
late hour tonight when the reception 
in-their honor at the University Club 
came to an end. 

College Yeil Is Given. 

At the University of Nashville and the 
Peabody normal college the vjsitors were 
welcomed by the chancellor, Ex-Governor 
James D. Porter, and conducted to the 
chapel,“ where the students were as- 
sembled. The college yell greeted their 
@ppearance and, after Chancellor Por- 
ter’s introduction, during which he 
presented the university colors to his 
guest, the admiral spoke briefly. 

After receiving the members of the 
state democratic committee at his hotel 
at noon, Governor McMillin. introducing 
them, Admiral and Mrs. Schley lunched 
at the Fall residence, where they saw 
the historic treasures of the Polk fam- 
fly. Then came the crowning event of 


their stay in Nashville, the tabernacle fre- 


ception. It was, perhaps, the greatest 
public. and general -demonstrafion ever 
geen in Nashville. On the platform were 
seated members of the several commit- 
tees and the Invited guests of the as- 
sociation. In the front of the platform 
at one side were the gnly two com- 
panies of confederate veterans in the 
United States who dress just as they 
did in 1861. tir“™s other side were the 
wives and daughters of members of the 
Retail Merchants’ Association, and at the 
rear of thése the great public. In the 
gallery were the prettily uniformed girls 
from local seminaries, hundreds of schoo! 
children from the public schools and thou- 
sands of citizens. 
Cheers Mid Strains of Dixie. 

When the admiral and his party ar- 
rived the vast crowd rose to shout its 
welcome while the;band played ‘‘Hail to 
the Chief.’’ As td#ie party were seated 
the mgsic changed to ‘“Dixie,’’ and the 
crowd fairly ‘‘rfaised the roof.’’ After a 
number of speeches, John T. Lellyett, on 
behalf of the Nashville councils of the 
Royal arcanum, presented the admiral 
with the jewel of the past regent of the 
order. 

In accepting Admiral Schley said, in 
part: 

“My brothers of the Royal Arcanum, 
this gift comes so unexpectedly that it 
almost paralyzes my tongue. I had no 
expectation of such a gift, but it does 
not require anything to make me love and 
remember that the members of this or- 
der.are my brothers. 

“IT belong to a profession which has 
done everything that has challenged fear. 
In war the history you all know, but in 
peace you know little of the exile, and 
we have wondered what it meant. But 
often we have looked to the flag and 
found the answer there. 

“But when the order came to come 
home, the order was then ‘Up anchor, 
boys, for God's country,’ and it was but 
a few moments until the anchor was at 
the bow and the ship started for the fair- 
est country on God’s green earth.’’ 

He then paid a beautiful tribute to the 
flag of the nation, telling, how that on 
board ship when the flag is taken down 
it is never allowed to touch the deck, but 
it is carefully caught and folded in the 
air and laid carefully away. 

“That,” he said, ‘is what we think of 
the flag. 

“I want to say to my old friends in 
gray that we of the blue honor you for 
your valor and the day is at hand when 
valor on every field will be an heritage.” 

The band played ‘‘Dixie’’ again and the 
admiral had hardly taken his seat until 
he had to rise again to greet the shouts 
and cheers.

At 6 o'clock Admiral and Mrs. Schley 
Gined quietly with Major and Mrs. E. B. 
StahIman at their residence in Vauxhill 
Place and proceeded from there to the 
University Club, where Major and Mrs. 

The 
affair was on a magnificent scale and at 
its conclusion the distinguished visitors 
formally took leave of Nashville.

Some dissatisfied miners and a lot of 
toughs and bullies recently posted a n>- 
tice signed with skull and cross bones and 
in red ink, warning the negroes, a few of 
whom are employed about the r§.14s and 
at the eompany store, to leave at once. 

The negroes did not leave and the mob 
has twice fired into their cabins. The last 
time the negrces returned the fire and 
the mob retreated 

Sunday night the mob attacked the 
company’s commisgary. William Nixon, 
son of Manager Nixon, at the head of a 
number of white emrloyees, chargeil the 
mob with winchester rifles and a pitched 
battle ensuéd,-the mob retreating to the 
woods. The situation has been repcrted 
to Adjutant General Brendon, who has 
assured the company protection. The 
Crossville company of militia is ready to 
be called out at any time it may be need- 
ed. 

Several of the mob were arrested] and 
taken before magistrates, whc are said 
to be friendly to them, and releas-d, the 
terrified negroes being afraid to appeur 
as prosecutors. The company officials 
Say they will certairly protect the ne- 
groes.

No specific charge is made, as the co'@€- 
pany’s agent says it will take no steps 
toward investigating until application is 
made for payment of policy. Dr. Kinzer 
is now in Bristol.

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The True Philippine Question. 

The Philippine question has resolv- 
ed itself into terms that need not be 
misunderstood and cannot be avoided. 
It is no longer a question of posses- 
sion and retention, but wholly the 
question of administration. 

The archipelago is the property of 
the United States and _ will remain 
such for all present purposes. It is 
folly to discuss whether we are to re- 
tain these islands, -release them or re- 
tail or wholesale them to another 
power. The temper of the people is 
unmistakable. They mean to keep the 
Philippines. ; 

The democratic party will not set 
itself across this current of popular 
determination. It tested the question 
in the campaign of 1900 on declara- 
tions of tentative possession and found 
that the American thought was the 
other way. The republican party 
could not be better pleased than to 
have the democrats declare for the 
repudiation of future sovereignty, con- 
trol and jurisdiction over the Philip- 
pines. It would rejoice to have the 
democrats repeat the recognized mis- 
take made in the Teller resolution con- 
cerning Cuba. Out of that latter folly 
has come all the present confusion 
and chaos of our relations wita Cuba. 
A like stand by the democrats with 
reference to the Philippines would 
only invite upon them the crushing 
avalanche of argument and repudia- 
tion tliat has been gendered by our 
Cuban experiences, not yet in sight of 
solution. 

To stand for a definite policy of fu- 
ture resignation of ownership and*sov- 
ereignty in the Philippines is to stand 
handicapped in every discussion of 
our present duties of administration 
in those islands.’ Every proposition 


in that matter would end with an in- | 


terrogation. Every endeavor made 
for the betterment of the Filipinos 
would be met with the questions: How 
far will you go? and when is this to 
end? It would throw the whole ad- 
ministration in the archipelago into 
the methods of experiment and oppor- 
tunism. 

Let the question of possession and 
retention stand res adjudicata. Cut it 
out of the discussion resoluteiy ané

Washington 
and Oregon, in the day when their 
territories were acquired, were more 
distant for governmental operations 
from the national capital than the 
Philippines are today. We are better 
equipped in every way now to admin- 
ister in the archipelago than we were 
- 4m California at the time of its cession 
- by Mexico. No sane patriot will deny 
these things. 

That which is lacking and which the 
democracy should endeavor to sup- 
ply is an American, constitutional and 


democratic plan of administration for 


each and all these new possessions. 


The question of ultimate statehood for 
any of them is beside the mark at this 
juncture.

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THE PASSING THRONG. 
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‘Remember that play, ‘Red, White and 
Blue,’ that came out shortly after the end 
of the Spanish war?’ asked the theatri- 
cal man who had been silent a long time. 
Nobody displayed any espectal interest 
and the theatrical man started out again: 

“T was in that, so was Bill Anthony, the 
hero of the:-Maine, who reported to Cap- 
tain Sigsbee that the ship was sinking 
after the explosion.”’

“Bill Anthony did not have much to do 
in t#e show. Just came out in tue last 
act in the uniform of a naval officer and 
waved an American flag, but as soon as 
he appeared on the stage the house went 
wild at every performance.

The Americans 
were huddled together and one of tne 
women was singing a s@hg of home and 
mother. Suddenly shouts were heard and 
the tall, gawky supe, his face painted 
brown fo make him look like a Spaniard, 
appeared coming over the rocks and yell- 
ing ‘Vivvy Spania’ at the top of itis lungs. 
When he got on a range with thé mouth 
of the cannon the American standing by 
it dramatically pulled the string. A 
great hush fell over the house, but 
Lordy! Every man jack of us had heart 
disease. There was a little flash in the 
pan, but the blamed cannon did not go 
off. Unfortunately no provision had been 
made against this contingency and the 
supe, supposing.that he was to die any- 
way, gave a howl, and puttifg his hands 
to his heart staggered across the stage 
and fell dead in front of the cannon. For 
a second or two the audience did not 
catch on, but when they finally did the 
roof almost came off with laughter. To 
make matters worse, the dead Spaniard 
began to laugh. It took a long time to 
straighten things out and go on With the 
show, and the members of the company 
enjoyed their laugh a little later, but 
there was no laughter behind the scenes 
when the thing was going on.”’

Dr. W. P. Burt, D. D. &., of Atlanta, 
was a warm personal friend of Judge 
Mark H. Blanford, who died at his home 
in Columbus on January 31. In speaking 
of Judge Blanford’s death yesterday Dr. 
Burt sald: 

“Although I have not seen Judge Blan- 
ford in several years, it was my pleasure 
to have known him long and wefl. In 
11 I was a member of company K, 
Twelfth Georgia regiment, of which he 
was captain. His manner was so positive 
that at times it’ amounted alrwst to 
bluntness, yet his kindness of heart was 
proverbial and he was brave, even to a 
fault. On the 7th of July, 1861, the Twelfth 
Georgia regiment was orederd from 
Richmond to the support of General Gar- 
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Monterey, where we camped for the night. 
The next day we marched over the Alle- 
gheny mountains to Green Brier river, 
a distance of nearly 20 miles, where we 
struck camp for the night. While pre- 
paring rations, the Forty-fourth Virginia 
regiment came marching by, retreating 
after the confederate defeat at Laurel 
Hill. Being somewhat demoralized, the 
officers gave an exaggerated report of the 
federal forces being in pursuit. Before we 
had anything to eat or any rest Adjutant 
Willis galloped up on his horse with or- 
ders from Colonel Edward Johnston to 
Captain Blanford to fall in, ready to 
march at a moment's notice, in retreat 
back over the mountains. Captain Blan- 
ford protested in most vigorous language. 
%“He said to Lieutenant Willis, ‘Go tell 
Colonel Johnston that my company is the 
tenth and last company of the regiment 
and that I ask permission to remain here 
during the night, as rear giard:. that I 
will stand sponsor for the safety of my 
men; that I had rather fight all the yan- 
kees who come here during the night than 
march through the rain, 9 miles back up 
the mountains.’ 

“The request was refused and our regi- 
ment followed the Forty-fourth Virginia 
in the march up the. mountain, through 
the rain, and every member of the Twelfth 
Georgia who was in that, their first, re- 
treat, will never forget the 1j2th day of 
July, 1861. Captain Blanford was correct 
in his judgment; the Fegiment could have 
remained at Green Brier river during the 
night in perfect safety. I was then a boy 
of 17. A few months later, when dis- 
charged on account of physica] disability, 
Captain Blanford came to me and gaid: 

‘*Yes, my boy, you must go home; you 
will die if you remain here.’’ 

“I desire to place this brief tribute to 
the memory of one who proved a friend 
in time of need, and whose life has proved 
him a true-hearted, noble Georgian.”

17 degrees. ® was considerably codvler than 
that, or so it seemed, where the wind 
blew in gusts as it djd at« times. 

Continued cold and fair weather is 
promised for today, with 
weather in the northern part of the 
state. The weather today will probably 
be somewhere nearer the normal, though 
it will still be considerably off from the 
average February day. Tomorrow the 
weather is expected to moderate still 
further and it will begin tb get cloudy-- 
presaging a rain, but that is gong further 
into the future than even the weather 
man dares. 

January was not such a cold month as 
it might have been. The monthly me- 
teorological summary just prepared by 
the weather bureau shows that the high- 
egt température during the month 
@ on the Sth and the lowest I8 on the 
th. The mean temperature for the 
month was 41 degrees, considerably 
warmer than it was in December. The 
greatest daily range of temperature was 
degrees on the 27th and the least 5 
degrees on the 2th.

The Pretended Theolog Discards His 
Ministerial Coat and Works a 
New Game—He Shows a 
Strong Zreference for 
Freight Men.

Daniel S. Forsythe, the pretended the- 
Ological student who played a smooth 
game upon some of Atlanta's religiously 
inclined citizens, did not leave the city 
after the completion of this task, as was 
thought by his victims, but turned his at- 
tention with no small degree of success 
to a different class of citizens. 

When Forsythe had played the theolog 
game to the limit and had mulcted to 
his satisfaction the charitable churchmen 
with whom he had come’in contact, he 
kept quiet for a few days and then be- 
gan a vigorous campaign against the 
railroad officials of the city. 

He put away his ministerial coat and 
with it his relgious cast of countenance. 
To all the railroad. men whom he ap- 
proached he appeared to be a quick and 
bright young business man. He had quite 
a store or information regarding railroad 
matters at his command. / 

Forsythe devoted Friday and Saturday 
to the railroad men. He is known to have 
approached about ten men and from all 
of them but two he succeeded in getting 
what-he desired—cash. How many more 
he worked will probably never be known, 
as business men are not usually proud 
of the fact that they have been victim- 
ized by such fakirs and are very slow in 
telling of it when they have becn. 

He told practically the same story to 
everybody. He gaid that he had been 


running a successful business in Jack- 


nephew, 


sonville and had been ruined by the fire. 
In endeavoring to save some of his be- 
fongings he had been badly injured and 
had been in a hospital until very re- 
cently. 

His relationship was generally that of 
in some cases it was nephew to 
the general freight agent, and in others 
to. the traffic manager. To one represen- 
tative of a southwestern road he gave 
this story and asked that he be given a 
place to stay until Monday.

Had Draft Indorsed. 

Saturday morning a few mfnutes after 
the departure of one of the officials to 
St. Louis, Forsythe came into his office 
and pleasantly greeted the chief clerk, 
whom he had meét:the day before. He 
then told the chief clerk that he had re- 
ceive@ the letter from the traffic mana- 
ger giving him the authority to draw. 
He further related that he had met the 
official 6n his way to the train and had 
been told by him to go to hig office and 
ask the chief clerk to arrange the matter 
of the draft with the banks. He exhibit- 
ed an envelope bearing the card of the 
traffic manager. The clerk did not ask 
to read the letter, but went immediately 
with Forsythe to one of the banks and 
indorsed a draft for $10. 

The other people who sufféred at For- 
sythe’s hands were told similar stories 
and most of them adm’ that they gave 
up the coin easily. <A strange part of 
the matter ia that every man touched 
by Forsythe is a freight man. If he went 
to a single passenger official of the city 
it has not come to light yet. It may be 
that he knew that the passenger people 
are kept busy standing off all sorts of 
fakes who are trying to get free trans- 
portation and were consequently hardened 
to such stories ae his, but, however that 
may be, he confined his operations to the 
freight department. 

Atlanta railroad men are adviging their 
colleagues in all enighboring cifles to be 
on the lookout for Forsythe and hope 
that he may soon be lodged behind the 
bars. 

No clew as to where he now is exists. 
He may still be in the city and preparing 
to wage aecampaign against men of some 
other occupation. That he would have 
the nerve to do this is amply shown by 
his formes, actions.

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PIERCE DIES OF 
STAB IN BACK 


W. R. Wells Held for Mur- 
der. by Coroner's 
Jury. 


EVIDENCE WAS DAMAGING; 
WELLS IN TROUBLE BEFORE 


Frederick Pierce Was Stabbed While 
His Back Was Turned—Wells 
Was Drinking at Time 
the Crime Was Com- 
mitted. 


The fight between Frederick Piarce, a 
blind man, and W. R. Wells, an account 
of which appeared in yesterday’s Constl- 
tution, resulted in” the death ,of Pierce 
yesterday morning... The knife which 
Wells had used penetrated the biind 
man’s left lung. 

The coroner held er inquest yesterday 
and the verdict of the jury was that the 
killing of Pierce was murder and Wells, 
who had clready been.arrested by the po- 
lice, was ordered held. 

The evidence before the coroner made 
out a plain case, there being nothing to 
offset it except Wells’ own statement, 
which was unccrreborated. 

The fight took place in front of a meat 
market near the correr of Decatur 274 
Butler streets Saturday afternoon abcvt 
2 o'clock. Wells went into the markpt 
and purchased 15 cents worth of steak for 
his Sunday dinner. As he stepped out of 
the market he met Frederick Pierce, who 
was being led by his little 8-year-old son, 


) Charlle. 


According to the testimony of eyew!l]- 
nesses, Wells stopped Pierce and asked 
him why he had quit buying wood from 
his (Wells’) wood yard. Pierce replicd 
that he did net buy the wood for the 
family. Wells became angry and began 
to curse the blind man, Pierce drew back 
his stick as if to strike and Wells grap- 
pled with him and threw him to the 
ground. The blind man was in danger of 
being choked to death, ard his little son 
seized his stick and dealt Welle a blow 
on the back of the head At this junc- 
ture bystanders pulled Wells away, and 
Pierce got up, brushed his clothes and 
walked down the street. Wells had 
started off in an opposite direction, but 
turred quickly and ran after the blind 
man. 

Stabbed from Behind. 

Without a word cf warring, Wells sank 
his knife blade inte the blind man’s bark 
and then wiped the’ bloody knife on his 
coat sleeve. 

Officer Hewell came up and placed Wells 
under arrest. Pierce was taken to the 
Grady hospital, where he died yesterday 
mc rning. 

Pierce leaves a family of six children, 
and Wells has a wife and five cnaildren, 

It wasjenly a few weeks ago that Wells 
wes locked in {®%e Tower cn the charge of 
assault with intent to murder and resis<- 
ing an officer in the @scharge of his duty. 
The offenge was an-sssault on Bailiff E. 
D. O'Connor, of Justice of the Pear 
Bateman’s court. O’ Connor visited 
Wells’ wood yard on Pratt street for the 
purpose of making. a levy and Wells 
struck him in the head with aa ax, inflic}- 
ing ea peinful but not serious wound.

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MISSING LAWYER JOSEPHS 
MAY TURN UP IN ATLANTA 


HE mysterious disappearance of 

Max Josephs, the well known and 

wealthy Brooklyn lawyer, which hes 
been the sensational event of New York 
for the past week, has taken an Atlanta 
turn. 

Josephs, though a young man, has 
made a reputation as a lawyer. He is 
energetic, ambitious and full of work. 
Business breught him to Atlanta and 
Savannah within the last few years, and 
during one of his comings he became ac- 
quainted with I. H. Oppenheim and Mon- 
roe Bickert. Quite a friendship with Mr. 
Bickert was a result. The detectives hav- 
ing doubts as te the murder theory, have 
begun tracing Josophs as a man mental- 
ly deranged; moving ebout, and have 
flooded the mails with letters descriptive 
and photographs of the missing attorney. 
Mr. Oppenheim and Mr. Bickert have had 
numbers of these. There is a reward of 
$2,500 for the detention of Lawyer jic- 
sephs or for information locating the 
dead body if he is dead, 

Mr. Bickert has been in the east for two 
weeks past and when he came home ves: 
terday found his desk covered with Jo- 
eephs literature. But there was nothing 
in it all he had not heard while he was 
in New York. 

‘The evaporation of the ran,’ said Mr. 
Bickert yesterday, “is surpassed only by 
the Cherley Ross case. I have knuwn 
Mr. Josephs for the past few vears and I 
know he is one of the best, most reliable 
men who ever glanced at a zréen bag. 
He is not only a man of intelligence, but 
a man who would attract’ attention any- 
where.”’ : 

Here Mr. Bickert gave a description of 
the missing men so vivid and minute that 
an ertist might have drawn a fair pic- 
ture of the lawyer. 

“Mr. Josephs,’ said Mr. Bickert, “is a 


graduate of the Columbia law school and 
was high up in his class. He was consid- 
ered bright, extraordinarily bright, when 
he opened his law shop. His father is a 
retired merchant with an ‘abundance of 
wealth, but the young man wentr into tHe 
game of Hfe without making a draft on 
his father’s purse. He won and wes 
making a success. He married and his 
wife is one of the most charming women 
I have ever met. A bright, winsome 
daughter gladdens the household. 


How He Disappeared. 
“Josephs went to Mt. Vernon, N. Y., in 
the interest of a clicnt. He went to a 
hotel and in registering did something 


rarely seen. He placed on the line his 
home street and number. That evening 
he walked out of his room. leaving the 
gas burning. But before going he wrot>2 
his wife two letters. They were written 
hours apart. In the first he said he 
would be home Saturday morning. In the 
second he said he might be detained and 
not reach until Saturday evening. 

“As he walked out of the hotel he in- 
structed the clerk to leave his gas burn- 
ing, saying he would return fn a shxt 
time. 

“That was the last time Max Josephs 
has been scen alive, ue fcr as can be as- 
certained. 

‘In tracing the missing man it was 
learned that years ago a piece of cotton 
he head placed in an ear went astray. it 
gave him treuble and not long ago the 
surgeon's knife was used to remove it. 
His surgeons now say an abcess was a 
possibility. An abcess might bring about 
a loss of mind. In that event the last 
lucid minute might result in a madman's 
work. 

“All in all it is ratber a peculiar case, 
I hope Josephs will be found for the sake 
of thet devoted, distracted wife and child, 
who are besieged by a grief and anxi-ty 
no one but they themselves know.’’

Weil Bros.’ Crop Letter. 


Ojelika, Ala., February |.—Although the 
charges in the contract markets at Liverpool, 
New York end New Orleans since the 15th of 
January ‘hive been small and rather of a 
downward tendency, nevertheless the prices for 
spot cotton”’in the south have not only been 
inaintained, but there has actually been an 
advance of 1-16 to \%& of a‘nent, caused by the 
urgency of buyers ard shippers, who are fill- 
ing their January and February engagements, 
and hy purchases made by local mills in Ala- 
bama and Georgia, and further intensified by 
the firmness of holders. Receipts from plan- 
tations have been moderate for the last fort- 
night, bad weather and bad roads having in- 
terfered with free marketing. In consequence 
thereof, shipments have been largely at qe 
expegse of the. stocks at the interior towus, 
which have decreased from 20 to 25 per cent 
since the {5th ultimo. The quality now being 
brought to market is like receipts that we had 
in October and November, as the frost tinges 
and stains have been nearly all marketed. 
Thé quantity now being held and which will 
probably come forward during the balance 
of the season Js estimated at from 10 to 30 
per cent less than last year. The . demand 
from locel mills ‘has been very good, but the 
demand from Europe as well as New England 
las decreased; their limits are not in keeping 
with the prices demahded for spot cottcn at 
the south, and the demand from these sections 
is by no means gene ‘al, but rather spasmodic 
and of moderate quantities. There is some 
demani from North Carolina. The South Car- 
Olina mills, or Piedmont section of the south, 
as stated in our letter of the {5th ultimo, 
have bought from 85 to 90 per cent of their 
requirements, but we find upon investigation 
that only about 75 per cent of 
chases have been delivered at the mills, the 
balance being short sales to them by south- 
ern shippers. However, we find that parties 
who have soli short to these mills are amply 
protected, not by holding of future contracts, 
but by holdings of spot cotton at the com- 
presses, The stocks at the compresses are 
nearly, if not fully, as large as last season. 
Preparations for a new crop so far are nil. 


H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, February 3.—Liverpool was 
more favorable than expected, causing our 
marke: to open 2 points higher, and as the 
rort and ‘nterior receipts were light, and the 
New Orleans and Honston estimates for to- 
morrow small values ruled sgsteacy for the 
balance of the sezsion, closing at a net gain 
of 2 points on the day. Port receipts for 
three days are 10,000 under last year, and 
the semi-weekly interior receipts are estimated 
to te 34,000, against 54,000 last year, a 
deficiency of 20,000.
